Mr. Boutelle was born at Damaris-

in the United States navy, and was ap- 
pointed acting master iu the service. He 
served with great distinction, and he 
was honor.ibly discharged from the 
navy at his own request in January, 
1SGU. 
He became managing editor of 


the Bangor Whig arid Courier iu 1870 
and proprietor in 1874, and first entered 
congress in 1SSO, serving continually un- 
til incapacitated. 
Mr. Boutelle was a 


power in politics in eastern Maine. He 
was best known to the country as chair- 
man of the committee on naval affairs. 


Mr. Boutelle was taken ill during the 


session of congress last year, and was 
obliged to leave Washington, and was 
later taken to the asylum where he died. 


Notwithstanding the fact that he was 


unable to occupy his seat, he was again 
re-elected to congress when his term 
expired. 
But he was never able to re- 


sume his work in the national legisla- 
ture, and later he resigned, and last fall 
was plsjcod upon the retired list of the 
navy with the rank of captain.

Dynamite Played Havoc In a 


National Bank 
-' - 


CASH BOX ON A SHELI 


Near Where the Exploilon Occurred 


Thought to Have Beenjtne Object 
SougUfby Would-Be Bobbers, but 
Their Plaas Went Awry ^ 


Cambridge, Mass., 
May 22.—There 


was an explosion yesterday, followed bj 
a. shower of falling glass on the side- 
walk in front of the four-story brick 
building at 593 and 59S Massachusetts 
avenue, occupied on the first floor by the 
Cambridgeport- National 
bank, and 


above by different firms as small offices 
At the same time there was a ripping 
and tearing cf boards, the sound of fall 
Ing plastering and immediately there- 
after the bank room was filled with 
smoke and dust. 


William J. Boof, the cashier, was talk- 


ing with a customer at the time, directly 
in front of the spot where the explosion 
took place, and he was struck behind 
the ear with a piece of flying brick and 
injures, although not seriously. 
His 


assistant, Walter G. Davis, was a few 
feet to his left, but escaped uninjured. 


As soon as the atmosphere c) 
1 eared up 


somewhat, there began an investigation 
which led to the conclusion that an at- 
tempt had been made to rob the bank, 
and that a stick of dynamite or a time 
bomb had been used. 


The banking room is separated from 


the other parts of the building, the lat- 
ter being reached by a flight of stairs 
leading from 593 Massachusetts ave- 
nue. 
It was between the fifth Stnd 


sixth steps of the stairway where the 
dynamite, if such it was, probably was 
placed. 
It "blew out the partition, loos- 


ened the plastering for considerable dis- 
tance on each side of the wall and from 
the ceiling over the stairway, blew away 
part ofrh'e stairs immediately surround- 
ing the spot mentioned, tore the railing 
from its fastening on the opposite side 
and filled the lower hall with wreckage. 


In the banking room, about a foot 


and a half below the spot where the 
dynamite was thought to have been 
placed, has been a shelf where a cash 
box, holding the money used in the day's 
business by the cashier, ordinarily IB 
placed, and wbere it rested when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 
This box is a email 


one, but it sometimes contains several 
thousand dollars, as it did yesterday 
morning. 
Therefore, it was thought 


by some of the bank officials that some- 
one placed the dynamite under the stair- 
way in the hopes that when the explo- 
sion occurred the money would be scat- 
tered into the hallway, and in the gen- 
era! disorder which followed it might be 
picked up and carried away In safety. 
As it happened, the money did not fly 
outside the banking room at all, which 
would have frustrated any attempts iu 
that line. 


Although the police feel confident that 


the bank was blown, up ,by would-be 
robbers, they cannot feel that any sane 
person would explode the dynamite with 
the expectation of removing at the samt 
time or immediately afterward the cash 
box, 
which rested Just inside the burst 


partition, and which contained $15,000 
in bank notes and coin. 


The theory that the explosion was due 


to gas, which had formed underneath 
the stairway, is heard on the streets, but 
it is not held se'riously by the police, who 
firmly believe the matter was a bold at- 
tempt at bank-breaking. Whatever clue 
as to the identity cf the burglars the 
officers may be werking for, they are 
keeping it a profouad secret. 


Walked About With Cracked Skull 
New York, May 22.—Adolph Johnson 


died in a hospital yesterday and Michael 
Thorpe, a liquor dealer, was arrested, 
charged with giving Johnson the blow 
that caused his death. 
Johnson, on 


March 18 last, entered Thorpe's saloon 
and a discussion arose. 
In the scuflle 


Thorpe, it is said, knocked Johnsjn 
down with a bung starter. 
Johnson 


for two weeks afterwards went about 
his usual duties without feeling any Ill- 
effects from the blow. Then-he began 
to have severe pains in the back part of 
his head, and upon toeing examined at 
a hospital it was found that he was 
Buffering from a fractured skull.

Employers Acceding to De- 


mands of Machinists 


LATTEE ABE ENCOURAGED 


Greatest Battle Appears to Bo on the 


Pacific Slope—Navy and War De- 
partments Apprehensive as to Effects 
Of Strllce on Government Work 


Washington, May 22.—The storm cen- 


ters of the general strike of machinists 
throughout the country aro in the vi- 
cinity-of Cincinnati and on the Pacific 
coast. 
The number of firms that have 


signed agreements was augmented yes- 
terday by about 20, which brings the 
aggregate to 1000 in round numbers 
during the past three or four days. 


The striking machinists at Boston feel 


greatly encouraged by yesterday's de- 
velopments. 
Three firms, including 


Fowler & Morrison of Cambridge, em- 
ploying 150 men, conceded the strikers' 
demands during the day. 
If the de- 


mands contained in the resolution pre- 
sented to the Boston Building Trades 
association are adhered to to the letter, 
it would be possible that 26,000 men 
employed in the allied trades could be 
called out in a sympathetic strike. 


The machinists at the American 


Watch Tool wnripany at 
Waltham, 


Mass., numbering about 200, went out 
on strike yesterday as the result of the 
refusal of the company to grant them 
a nine-hour day, without reduction in 
wages. 


The strike situation at Cincinnati re- 


mains favorable to the strikers, six more 
firms having signed agreements with 
the union, and consequeucly about 100 
more men will be back at work today. 
The drill hands and laborers and others 
In these shops, who struck with the ma- 
chinists, will also return. 


The only developments at Saa Fran- 


cisco was the walking out of 150 mould- 
ers from the Fulton & Risdon works. 
This- brings the total up to nearly 7000 
men. 


Because 700 machinists employed at 


the Brooks Locomotive works at Dun- 
kirk, N. Y., struck for a nine-hour day 
and 12% percent increase in pay, Pres- 
ident Stevens directed Superintendent 
McNaughton to issue an order closing 
the works until further notice. 
This 


throws 2600 men out of work. 


The number of men on strike in Phila- 


delphia is about 1800. 
There is little 


change in the situation in Camden, N. 
J. 
President Morse of the Xew York 


Shipbuilding company, after a confer- 
ence with a committee of strikers, de 
clined to accede to their demands. 
It 


is estimated that 2000 men are on strike 
In Camden. 


A telegram was received from Wil- 


mington. Del., announcing that 364 men 
are out there, and that three firms yes- 
terday signed the agreement. 


Seven factories at Toledo which had 


previously held out against the union's 
demands, yesterday conceded all that 
was asked. 


Both the navy and war departments 


are apprehensive as to the effects of the 
machinists' strike on government work 
now IE progress. The navy department 
received word tbat the strike had spread 
to large private yards on the Pacific 
coast, where a number of war vessels 
are under consrrnction, and it is ex- 
pected that eastern yards having naval 
ships to build also will be affected. 


The war department was informed 


that the strike was likely to stop work 
on the two transports Egbert and Rose- 
erans, now repairing on the Pacific 
coast. 
Secretary Root asked Uie navy 


departmeut to assist in forwarding the 
•work, pending the tie-up, and Acting 
Secretary Hackett of the navy ordered 
that the two army transports be taken 
to the uavy yard at Brenmertou. on 
Pnget sound, for the completion of their 
repairs. 


None of the government yards can be 


affect^ by the strike, as an eight-hour 
day prevails in all government work. 
Word has reached the department that 
government employes are contributmjr 
funds in support of the striko movement, 
but no attentionjaWl be paid to this mat- 
ter. 


The strike in Connecticut remains in 


Statu QUO. 
There have been scattered 


additions to the ranks of the strikers iu 
different places, and individual concerns 
nbout the state have made concessions, 
but as yet no general movement even of 
loc.il importance is apparent. 
The to- 


tal number of men out remains about 
4500, including those locked out. 


The Machinery Manufacturers' asso- 


ciation was organized at Louisville to 
fight the striking machinists, who say 
the strikers can come back to work with- 
out an advance in wages, but that no 
conference will be held with them as 
members of the union. The employers 
are securing machinists from other cit- 
ies.

It W«» Square In Shape and Ha4 


Three Pocket*, All on One Side—TUs 
Primitive Game Was Played With 
Two Ball*, ftettt White. 


There were days in the dark ages when 


even the best appointed of country houses 
had to do without its biiliard table. In 
those melancholy times our pobility and 
gentry had to employ their all too numer- 
ous leisure hours, m the domestic pastime 
of shovelboard—or shufflebourd—to give it 
its more oarrcct designation. This was a 
tabli4 of varying length, the longer tho 
better, generally about three feet or a 
trifle more in width, nnd the gariie con- 
sisted in "shuffling" flat disks of metal 
along it, with the object of leaving theia 
as near the feither edge as possible. If 
the luck or skill ot the performer left hia 
disk overhanging the edge, he scored 
three, if between the eclije and a line 
three or four inches ol1 it two, and he 
marked one for a slmffie that left him 
between that lino and oae considerably 
closer to him. 


The game does not sound wildly excit- 


ing:, but it was popular enough, and great 
care was expended in the construction of 
the tables. '"It is remarkable," says one 
Dr. Plott, quoted ia Sti-utt, "that in the 
hail nt Chartley the shuffleboard table, 
though ten partis one foot and an inch 
long, is made up of about 260 pieces, 
which arc generally about 18 inches long, 
some few only esceptcd, that are scarce 
a foot, which, being laid on longer boards 
for support underneath, arc so accurately 
joined and glued together that no ehuffle- 
board whatever is freer from rubs or 
casting." 


The original billiard table, according to 


Strutr, was square and had only three 
pockets, all on one side. 
"About the 


middle of the table was placed a small 
arch of iron and in a right line at a lit- 
tle distance from it aa upright cone call- 
ed tho king." At certain, times, he goes 
oa to explain (with a delightful vague- 
ness), it was necessary for <he ball to be 
driven through the one and round the eth- 
er without knocking eithW of them down. 
Of the method of scoring he is silent. 
Mississippi (which he prefers to spell 
with one "p") appears from his descrip- 
tion to have been a kind of bridge baga- 
telle, while the rocks of Scilly was the 
picturesque name given to that form of 
bagatelle where the board is studded 
with pins to guard the several holes. But 
these hare little to do with the real game. 
It is interesting to notjce that in the 
reign of George II billjards were under 
the ban of the law, ;84fi'being the statuta- 
ble fine for any public housekeeper con- 
victed of keeping a table on his premises. 


In "The Game of Billiards, Scientifically 


Explained and Practically Set Forth In a 
Series of Novel and Extraordinary Stories, 
Etc."—for those were the days of lengthy 
title pages—there is a certain amount of 
information 10 be gleaned as to tbe early 
game. This work was published in 1839 
and written by Edward KentCeld of 
Brighton, a player of no steall impor- 
tance in the old days. On the strength 
of Shakespeare's well known line in "An- 
tony and Cleopatra" this ingenious writ- 
er assigns to the gome an antiquity at

1 In 1580, however, occurs the"first spe- 
cific mention of a table existing in Eu- 
rope. France claims the credit. 
The 


early tables, like those for shovelboard, 
had beds of wood, oak for choice. Mar- 
ble was occasionally used in the halls of 
the great. Slate beds made their appear- 
ance for the first time in 1827; 
So, too, 


the original pockets were wooden boxes, 
and the cues were innocent of leather 
tips, so that side or draw were out of

made of list or felt. The rubber cushion 
arrived at the same epoch as the slate 
bed. 
! "About SO years ago," writes Kent- 
•field, which would bring us to tbe date 
of the French revolution, "it was discov- 
ered that if a cue were cut obliquely at 
tbe point or rounded a little On one side, 
eo as to present a broader surface .to tne 
tall, it might be struck below the mid- 
'dle, and tbig strange instrument was then 
adopted for occasional strokes and ob- 
tained the name of 'Jeffery,' presuma- 
|bly from its inventor. It was not until 
some 20 years later that leathern tips 
'began to come into fashion, and even 
then it took some considerable time to 
discover the virtues of chalk." 
! The modern game developed as slowly 
as the- apparatus it required. Originally 
there were only two white balls, and the 
sole object of the player was to pocket 
his opponent while keeping himself out. 
|It was in fact pool reduced to the sim- 
plest possible form. Twelve up was the 
.customary game. On the introduction of 
(the red ball it was felt that the game 
(would go too fast, so the "winning" game 
was introduced, in which tho players 
struck alternately. Irrespective of suc- 
cess. Afterward came the "winning and 
following game," in which the player fol- 
jlowed his stroke after a winning hazard. 
But in both of these games the pocket- 
ing of his own ball counted against the 
player, which, by the way, ia the origin 
of the term "losing hazard." 


I The ordinary game, cannons and pock- 
ets, appears to have developed itself soon 
after the introduction of the red ball It 
*was originally called "carombole," and 
the red ball was known (probably 
through a corruption of this word) as the 
"carom ball." In America a cannon is 
etill called a carom. Etymologists differ 
»s to whether our expression is a still 
further corruption. Cannons and losing 
hazards once established in popular fa- 
jvor, tbe game soon assumed a sufficiently 
modern complexion. The frontispiece in 
jKentfield's folio volume, except for the 
cut of tha players' clothes, might almost 
represent a game in progress today.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

from 1881 to 1891V 1&2 per cent For 
100 years New York as now bounded 
has increased about 40 per cent every, 
ten years; from 1890 to 1900, 37 per 
cent, twice as rapidly as London. At 
So per cent increase we shall have in 
1010 4,640,000 people; at 40 per cent, 
4,812,060. Either number will proba- 
bly equal inner tendon in 1911, for the 
latter has almost stopped, growing. It 
does not crowd into high buildings, 
and many old. rookeries are swept 
away for parks and improved homes-- 
for worldngrqcn. The future growth 
of London, as of New York, will be 
in its outer boroughs. It has the ad- 
vantage of being able to annex its 
"Surrey side," while our Jersey sub- 
urbs, quite as much a part of New 
York, cannot be added to it. However, 
even "greater London" must yield to 
New Ynrk before midcentury. _,

inarch into the Transvaal. He was 
charged with the escort of President 
Steyn to President Kruger, Nearly all 
the members of tbe government ac- 
companied the president, and had tbe 
•British" efforts to capture this com- 
mando been as successful as they were 
iuutirlag' the war would long since 
''have eaded. 
However, Be Wet got 


jthrough, and one who was there pro- 
poses to tell hew. 


• Bethlehem had been taken. We were 
cooped up %i the mountains. 
News 


from tbe Transvaal was discouraging. 
[Something had to be done, and wo 
determined to break through, neck or 
nothing. It was in the dusk of a bit- 
terly cold and windy day that we 
moved forward into Relief's nek, 4,000 
horsemen in front and rear, the guns 
mostly captured Armstrongs and not 
much loved of our gunners, in the cen- 
ter and a wagon train fully four miles- 
long forming the column's backbone, 


i The next evening tbe real inarch be- 
gan. 
We moved forward out of the 


nek at a fair pace, halting every now 
and then to let the wagons close up. 


i At first not a sign could be seen of 
the British, and fears of an ambush 
•began to be whispered. The advance 
,was continued in the most cautious 
manner. Presently, however, the Brit- 
ish camp was observed. There it lay 
in tbe blackness not a thousand yards 
from the road, evidently fast asleep 
and ripe for a surprise. De Wet held 
'his hand, for the issues involved were 
,too grave, and our column passed by 
in silence and secrecy. Shortly after, 
the moon rose, and by its light *e pass- 
ed and cut the telegraph wire connect- 
ing Bethlehem and Senekal. At mid- 
night we halted, safely through the 
cordon, 


A few days later -we were almost 


captured. A convoy had been observed 
to our left, and a commando left to at- 
tempt its capture. 
When they were 


busily engaged, a large body of Eng- 
lish swooped down upon the laager 
from the right The wagons were has- 
tily Inspanned and sent off, and tbe 
men took up positions to keep the Eng- 
lish back. The commando which had 
been drawn off by the convoy got back 
just in time to save the situation, but 
so close a call was it that after sunset 
the British Nordenfeldts could be seen 
spitting fire on our retreating wagons. 


Fighting now slowed down a little, 


and wo began to think more of the 
problem before us than of the enemy 
behind. Very few were in De Wet's 
confidence, but all could see that we 
should have to cross the railway and 
probably at a fortified point At last 
we came in sight of the railway. The 
long column halted. It was now 4 in 
the afternoon. 
We had started that 


morning at 10, with the enemy in close 
pursuit. In the distance was seen the 
railway line—tbe line that must be 
crossed that nigbt or never. Suddenly 
a train appeared, steaming slowly 
along. "Look, lookt See the smoke!" 
"Can. they see us?" Of course they 
could, and a warm reception that night 
appeared probable. Some became very 
thoughtful. 
A few even made their 


wills. 
All were determined. 
While 


the wagons and carta were being form- 
ed into eight separate columns the 
burghers, lying in groups on the veldt, 
discussed a simple meal and gave their 
Mausers a. final polishing. 
As dusk 


fell the word was given to advance.

reached than a hea^y fire was opened 
on the British cavalry slowly advanc- 
ing across the plaia Sa parallel lines, 
under protection- ot th'eir guns, it ia 
true, but absolutely without cover. It 


I was a grand sight, shortly to be fol- 
lowed by a grander, for presently Gen- 
eral Philip Botha, the brother of Louis, 
gave the order, "Storm!" 


Out from the shelter of the bills the 


burghers dashed, right in the face of 
the enemy, who halted at the sight and 
fired rapidly. 
Never -wavering for a 


moment, our men raced* along, each 


] anxious to be first. Then the British 


I cavalry turned and sped bae?c to their 


i guns. 
The scene now resrmbled a 


1 game of chess—at one part a cloud of 
j English retreating fast, closely pur- 


j sued; another section making a stand 
! and keeping their particular opponents 


J at bay, and a third party, "lying in a 
! mealie field, brought a 
Nordesjfeldt 


! into play, driving back the Boera near- 
est them. Presently firing slackened, 


i and the dashing little affair ended in 
! both British and Boers returning to 
i their respective starting points, with 


j honors fairly even. 
| The British movement now becanae 


more and more vigorous, Vfe attempt- 
| ed to cross the Vaal at a certain drift, 
, but when actually in the water were 


fired upon from the other bank. "With 


I the enemy in front and rear we had to 


retreat under shell fire to another drift 
higher up, where we managed to cross, 
losing a couple of wagons in tbe proc"- 
ess. Lord Metbuen had marched from 
Johannesburg to intercept us here, but 
after a heavy engagement we forced 
our way through and passed tbe rail- 
way near Potchefstroom, meeting a 
Transvaal commando which bad occu- 
pied Potchefstrooin on the previous 
day. We now expected a little respite, 
but our hopes were vain, for the Brit- 
ish kept on our heclg. Our mules, ox- 
en and horses dropped out daily, and it 
seemed as if tbe shelter of the Maga- 
liesberg range would never be reached. 


That night we made another long 


trek through hours of freezing cold, 
and tlie following afternoon the first 
outlying hills of the 
Ma?aliesberg 


range were passed. At 6 o'clock tbe 
enemy attacked in force, and the rear 
guard was forced to retire, losing five 
killed and wounded. 
"We continued 


trekking tbrougb Ollphant's nek, which 
was being held by a small body of De- 
larey's. , 


The wagons, safely through, outspan- 


ned beneath the tall green trees that 
stud tbe pleasant valley beyond the 
nek and by the clear waters of the mer- 
riiy rippling Hex river. 
Beyond, an- 


other nek lies, and this we also man-

although no serious attack was 


espeeted there. We were wrong, for 
on the second day the British rushed 
the pass, forcing us to retire.

RUSSIANS IN MANCHURIA. 


Why Prince Kropotkin Oppose* In 


Annexation. 


Speaking for myself, I regard it as 


one of tbe greatest misfortunes of the 
Russian nation that the Caucasus, the 
Transcaepian territory and Turkestan 
were annexed to Russia and, still more, 
that the Russians entered In 1856 the 
basin of the Amur and took possession 
of the north Manchurian coast of tbe 
Pacific ocean, says Prince Kropotkin 
in the May Forum. Of course there 
was quite a chain of historical circum- 
stances which brought about this re- 
sult, but nevertheless I cannot but re- 
gret tbat this annexation took place. 
With respect more particularly to the 
annexation of the Amur, which was 
accomplished" in 1836-9, immediately 
after the Crimean war, when the at- 
tack by the British on the Russian set- 
tlements on the coast of tbe sea of Ok- 
hotsk and in Kamchatka resulted in a 
fear lest England would take posses- 
sion of the Pacific coast of Manchuria, 
the Russian nation would have lost 
nothing and would have won a good 
deal if Count Muravloff-Ainurskiy had 
not taken possession of the uninhabit- 
ed wilderness on the left bank of the 
Amu'r and up the Dsuri down to Vladi- 
vostok. 


No matter which nation—England, 


the United States, Germany or Japan— 
might have taken hold of this portion 
of the Pacific littoral, the great bulk of 
the Russian nation would have been 
spared 
the 
considerable 
sacrifices 


which they have made for colonizing 
the wildernesses of the Amur. With 
the extent of these sacrifices I ain ac- 
quainted, as I saw them. Farther, Si- 
beria would only have been the winner 
from having at her southern border a 
civilized nafion Instead of the semiwild 
Mongols, Solons, Daurs and the, like 
whom she has now, just as Canada is 
gaining immensely by having the Unit- 
ed States for a neighbor. As to the 
military defense of the frontier, the 
Amur frontier and the Pacific ports of 
Russia are infinitely more .difficult to 
protect than the frontier of Transbai- 
kalia. 


Statesmen of all nations will proba- 


bly disagree with this "popular" but 
not "national" view of the matter. 
They have already pronounced that 
Muravioff's annexation of the Amur 
and his "taking for Russia a strong 
footing on the Pacific" were acts of 
wise statesmanship and of deep po- 
litical foresight, But, then, geography 
has also its rights, and as a geographer 
I am bound to say that the power 
which holds the mostly uninhabitable 
left bank of the Amur and tbe abso- 
lutely uninhabitable portion of the Pa- 
cific coast between the mouth of the 
Amur and the bay of Peter the Great 
(Vladivostok) must be naturally and 
forcibly driven to find the means of 
connecting Vladivostok with its trans- 
baikalian possessions by means of a 
direct line of communication via Man- 
churia, because without such a con- 
nection Vladivostok and Port Arthur 
are'worse than worthless, and in or- 
der to establish that connection Rus- 
sia has to establish her power over a 
very large territory, her possession of 
which will be disputed and which, 
even if it be annexed to Russia, be- 
longs to a different race and never will 
be truly Russian,

WHEN IS A MAN &BUNK? 


In Ancient Test Which a Modern 


Court Refused to Uphold. 


Tke late Major James Brown of Taan- 


ton -wos not only a brilliant lawyer in his 
day, 
but considerable of a wit, with a 


memory -well stocked with quaint and 
curious precedents and traditions ia legal 
lore. He had carried a case in which his 
client had been convicted on the charge 
of being an habitual drunkard up to the 
supreme court on the point of law in- 
volving the issue of what a state of in- 
toxication was as a legal proposition. 
This he proceeded to argue to the court. 


It was evident that the gallant mnjor 


was conducting a forlorn hope. Of that 
nobody was more fully aware than him- 
self. But hig client, the dissolute heir of 
a prominent Bristol county family, was 
wealthy as -ftell as dissolute, full of fight 
and ready to pay whatever fee bis lawyer 
would demand. Brown, on his part, was 
equally willing to do all he could to earn 
it. Finally, after permitting the lawyer 
to argue along for some time in a way 
that was delightfully entertaining, since 
he entered very minutely into a discourse 
on the various phases and degrees of in- 
toxication, drawing on personal reminis- 
cences, humorous anecdotes, old saws and 
some legal authorities to point his argu- 
ment, the presiding justice courteously 
intimated that, while much of what the 
major was submitting was highly interest- 
ing, still it wasn't law. He suggested 
that Brown should state specifically, if 
he could, what actually constituted a 
condition of unquestionable intoxication 
and cite some authority worthy tbe pro- 
found consideration of the court, where- 
upon the lawyer remarked that he was 
prepared to do that, although he would 
hare to go back into the realm of English 
jurisprudence to a period Jong antedating 
the era of Blackstone. 


In those anrient days under the com- 


mon law, he said, it is written that the 
detenu motion of the question of whether 
a man was drunk or not was settled by 
the following test, which was accepted 
by the experts, legal and other, as in- 
fallible: 


Sot drunk is he who from the floor 


, 
Can riee again and drink once mor% 


But drunk ii be who prostrate lies 


And cannot either driult or rise. 


The graviiy of the court was eome- 


what upset by the citation which Brown 
delivered with mock seriousness and elo- 
cutionary effect, but the judges were 
evidently not convinced that the prece- 
dent was sufficiently sound and reputable 
to deserve affirmation by the supreme 
Judicial court of Massachusetts, inas- 
^much as a decision was forthwith hand- 
'ed down overruling the contentions of 
Major Brown.—Pall PJver (Mass.) Globe.

that additions and changes were to be 
made at the L. L. Brown paper com- 
pany's mill on Center street.

GEN, BARBELS SPEECH 


Interesting Address on Phil- 


ippines Before Board of 


Trade Members 


PROBLEMS OF GOVERNMENT 


Aguinaldo's Capture Not of as Great 


Importance as Has Been Accredit- 


ed To It, and Might Have Been 


Preconceived Plan 


General Merritt Barber of Vermont 


gave a most interesting address 
on 


the Philippines before the 
board of 


trade members and wives u-t the Wel- 
lington last evening:. General Barber's 
official duties as adjutant geneial of 
the islands lor about 15 months end- 
ing last February placed him in a po- 
sition to- speak on the 
subject 
au~ 


thoritatively and 
interestingly, 
as 


readers of his interview fci the Trans- 
script on his return 
will remember 


He treated the subject from a more 
personal point of view last 
evening, 


giving a description of 
the 
islands 


their inhabitants aftu .resources, with 
some eomnienrs 
and opinions on the 


situation there now. 


The banquet was surfed IB the main 


dining room of the hotel and 75 plates 
were laid, the size of the attendance 
being most pleasing to those in charge. 
The active membership of the board of 
trade has been growing 
rapidly 
of 


late and there are now about 100 mem- 
bers. 


Superintendent of Schools I. F. Hall, 


who as chairman of the entertainment 
committee, had charge of the arrange- 
ments, presided, Judge C. T. Phelps, 
president of the board of trade, beinK 
unavoidably absent from 
the 
city. 


General Barber was the only speaker, 
and was introduced by. Superintendent 
Hall m a brief welcome, which 
ox- 


plained the circumstances of 
General 


Barber's inability to be present at the 
time of the board's 
annual 
banauet, 


and expressing- the pleasure the board 
felt in beiner 
able to listen to him at 


this time. 


A quartet from the high school saner, 


this being the only music of the even- 
ing. 


There were no rep'orters present, but 


through the courtesy of General Bar- 
ber the Transcript is able to present a 
report of the address. 


General Barber began with a hum- 


orous allusion to a former experience 
in North Adams, when as a 
boy in 


Drury he had been strapped for play- 
ing truant, and said he took this op- 
portunity to get even wth North Ad- 
ams for the punishment then adminis- 
tered. 


After describing his trip to the Phil- 


ippines, he spoke of the 
remarkable 


misapprehension wine'-1, exists in this 
country as t° the size and conditions 
of our Philippine possessions, although 
this is perhaps not surprising in view 
of our recent connection with them. 


The Filipinos are not like us, 
but 


they can be made so more thoroughly 
than any other naton. It is a matter 
of many years of effort on our 
Dart, 


however, to assimilate a people so dif- 
ferent from us in instincts and inter- 
ests. They have had since the outside 
world has known them quite a decree 
of civilization, and have been in almost 
constant rebellion against the Spanish. 
General Barber expressed the 
belief 


that they might have won their inde- 
pendence from the 
Spanish, if 
this 


country had not entered the islands. 
In our relations -with the natives we 
have to recognize the fact that they 
are regarded by those who know them 
best as treacherous, cruel and 
upre- 


liable, but this is not greatly different 
from the other Asiatic nations, ex- 
cepilj the Japanese. General Bairber 
considered them superior to other Mal- 
ays in beta* tractable and amenable to 
government if they recognize it *o be 
just and in thejp interests. 


He spoke of the work of education 


that is being done by the Americans 
and paid a tribute to the work of Mr. 
AtHlnson of Springfield, who 
'Is in 


charge of the educational system there. 


Before going further into the prob-. 


lem, General Barber stopped to 
de- 


scribe briefly 
the 
many 
different 


tribes, the Filipinos 
being 
divided 


much as were our American 
Indians 


in characteristic nations. Especial at- 
tention was paid to the Moros, 
who 


are Mohammedans, 
and the fear in 


which they are 
held by 
the 
other 


tribes. They are a race of pirates who 
were only 
partially subdued by 
the 


Spanish. So far this country has had. 
little trouble with them ,due probably 
to the fact that the Americans 
drove 


out their mortal enemies, the Spanish. 


General Barber spoke of the differ- 


ence between our relations with these 
people and with the other tribes. "We 
have a treaty with the sultan, under 
which we pay him for the allegiance of 
himself and his people". The suHan is 
himself a despicable character, with 
little personal influence, but his sub- 
chiefs are the real rulers, and our at- 
titude towards the sultan 
has 
won 


their friendship for us. The sultan if- 
a drunken debauchee, harmless to us, 
but it was wise for us to enter into 
relations with him because he is the 
ruler of a powerful people. With the 
situation aa it now is, if this country 
does Tiot interfere with thrir religion* 
and customs, and if the college pol-f 
iticians and Boston goody-goodies 
do' 


not stir up more mischief as they die! 
in Aguina'do's case, our relations with 
this race should become more and more 
satisfactory. 


General Barber read a translation of 


a letter from the sultan to Governor- 
General Mac-Arthur, showing a remark- 
able request from a 
barbarian 
chief 


that a Christian assume control of af- 
fairs in Ms own country. 


Although the 
tribes differ 
greatly 


among themselves, our experience has 
shown that their reputed character- 
istics as cruel and treacherous am un- 
doubted, although they have 
shown 


many instances of great kindness to 
our soldiers. The 
necessity on our 


part of punishing those In arms pevpre- 
ly has enabled their leaders to mislead 
them Into the belief that we want to 
enslave them, and their confidence has 
been so abused in the past by 
the 


Spaniards that their tendencies tow- 
ard cruelty and hate have been 
in- 


creased. They are therefore not with- 
out some excuse in their fear of us, 
and our motives. This tendency was 
Increased byl our Inability to 
speak 


their language and by the absence of, 
any public press to guide them rightly, 
which has enabled thoir asr'.tatm-s 
to 


spread the 
false and. mischievous 


stories which have hurt our 
cause 


among them. 


At length, however, the truth is bc- 


coml'iig recognized by them, and Gen- 
eral Bftrber expressed his 
confidence 


that the prospect would continue 
to 


brighten until there was perfect peace. 


He did not 
regard tho capture 
of 


Agulnaldo as of as much importance as 
some seem to think should be done. He 
represented only a name to the na- 
tives, more from habit than from any- 
thing he had done of 
late. 
Other 


men among the natives have had more, 
influence than lie, Mabini, his secretary 
of state, being the most important of 
these. 


The speaker said that he thought it 


quite possible that the full facts 
as 


told in future history might record 
the capture of Aguinaldo as a pre- ar- 
ranged plan. It has been frequently 
learned that their leaders 
•would 
be 


glad to surrender if they dared, and 
they prefer intrigue to a fair fight. 
There are a, few of them who could 
not have been bribed io surrender and 
General Barber gave 
the 
probable 


reason why they have fought so long 
their hone that we would buy them. 


General BaiBer then sopke at length 


of the natural resources of the island. 
It is one of the most productive lands 
on the globe. Although similar in si^e 
to Japan, that country is not at all 
its equal in fertility and productive- 
ness. The 
speaker described some of 


the products of tho islands, both In the 
fertility of the land and in the mineral 
resources. Gold is found." t>ut there 
is not pio'mise that it will prove profit- 
able for Americans. Spain occupied the 
islands for 350 Mears without 
making 


any specia.1 eflort to develops it, but 
persistently refusing to allow any one 
el£>e to do so. 


There is a great difference between 


the occupation of the Spanish and the 
occupation which this country hopes 
for. 
The Spanish 
merely 
occupied 


military stations along- the coasts, 
with a few central points in each 
province, while the whole interior was 
left almost 
entirely to the natives. 


This allowed the church to secure its 
powerful foothold, but both churc^ and 
government seemed to bo working for 
their own interests rather than th-s 
interests of the people. 


The walls and appeaance of Manila, 


the fink public buildings, the means of 
conveyance and habits of the people 
wtsre theft dertcribejrt entertainingly. 
The speaker thought the v.-omen of the 
islands superior to the men in physi- 
que, 
intelligence and industry, 
and 


more promising as ari element in the 
development of the islands, since the 
mothers have the greatest influence on 
their offspring. 


General Barber then gave a most 


interesting 
description of 
a 
trip 


through the lower islands of the Phil- 
ippine group, made1 necessary in the 
discharge of his official duties. This 
gave riot only interesting information 
but many incidents of interest. 


In 
('osirg 
General Barber said 


that this country had acquired in 
the Philippines one of the finest pos- 
sessions in the world, and that there 
was nothing in the climate of the 
islands or in their physical coa4itions 
to prevent Americans from establish- 
ing their homes and industries there. 
The people are 
plastic 
and 
easily 


taught, and capable of being educated 
away 
from 
the radical 
dfterences 


which now separate us. One genera- 
tion! s intelligent efforts will -witness 
the marvel o£ the world's .history, 
show-ing a development even more won 
derful than that of Japan. The rav- 
ings of political partisans, the silly 
bablings of self conceited philanthro- 
pists, cannot prevent us from entering 
upon our career of enlightenment. The 
destiny of our republic is plain to 
carry to all lands-' and people light, 
life and liberty. 


General Barber's Promotion* 


Ganeial B.arbeT's connection, with 


the military government of the Phil- 
ippines is well known in this city, 
where his movements have been! fol- 
lowed with interest. 
His promotion 


since returning to the rank of briga- 
dier general of volunteers is the lat- 
est of a long series of promotions, ex- 
tending in both volunteer and regular 
armies from the time he first entered 
the military service of the government 
33 years ago. 


General Barber was born in Pow- 


nal, and studied in Drury academy as 
a boy. He was graduated from Wil- 
liams college, an4 after studying law 
began practice in Pownal. 


But in 1S62 he determined to enlist 


in the union army, a cleterminlation 
that changed the course of his whole 
life, for since his tnUstmOnt as a 
private in Company E. of the 10th 
Vermont 
volunteers, 
he has 
been 


steadily In the military service with 
the exception of five months between 
his muster-out as a volunteer arid his 
appointment as a lieutenant in the 
regular army. 


He was active in organizing Com- 


pany E, on his enlistment, and on re- 
fusing to accept the position of cap- 
tain was almost unanimou&ly elected 
first lieutenant. Two years later he 
was made a captain in the same regi- 
ment, promotions coming rapidly dur- 
ing tho last months cf 1SGJ. First cap- 
tain, then hrevtt major of volunteers^ 
then brevet acting assistant adjutant 
general of the Vermont brigade, then 
commissioned assistant adjutant gen- 
eral of volunteers, all within a fev 
months. 


All of these promotions were for con 


spicuous gallantry, and it was only a 
short tune after he was mustered out 
as a volunteer that he was in 1S6H ap- 
pointed lieutenant in the 16th United 
States regulars. 
Tho following year 


ho was on the same day breveted rap- 
tain and major for gallant and meri- 
torious service in two engagements of 
the civil war. In 1879 he woa commis- 
sioned captain in1 the 16th infantry; 
in 1S82 he was made major and assist- 
ant adjutant general; in 1890 he was" 
made lieutenant-colonel, and in 
iSSfi 


he was commissioned colonel, which 
rank ho held till his recent further 
promotion'. 


At the beginning of the Spanish war 


he was stationed at Governor's Island 
N. Y., as adjutant general of the de- 
partment of the east, which included 
all the Atlantic* soabord and all sta- 
tions oast of tho Mississippi except in 
Illinou: and Michigan'. 


lie was ordered to Manila in Novem 


ber, 1S93, and returned in February of 
this yeiir. 
VI is position as adjutant 


general of th& islands put Ijim at the 
head of the administrative part of tho 
army there. His commission as briga- 
dier general of volunteers was dated 
April 2(i.
